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ABSTRACT 

This document summarizes materials on aquatic 
education used by state programs. Emphasis is on materials developed 
by, or adapted for use with, programs in various states and 
territories. The 234 entries are categorized as activity books, 
brochures, newsletters, posters, videos, and other materials. Major 
subjects include fishing, boating and other water sports, various 
freshwater and oceanic ecosystems, specific aquatic animal and plant 
species, water use and conservation, and reclamation of polluted 
areas. Some publications present career opportunities in the natural 
resources field. Each entry includes availability information; 
dimensions, color, format, or length; target audience; topics; and a 
brief description.
